Hi Guys, 


I just wanted to share with you a setup I have been using in the shack. I=20 
have an HP-606B with an HP-8708A synchronizer connected to it, running as a=20 
VFO for my DX-100. Unlike the 606A, the 606B has an analog input to connect=20 
an outboard phase lock loop called the HP-8708A. This will add rock solid=20 
frequency stability to an already superb oscillator by closing the frequency=

loop. I got both units at a local surplus store for under $100. The 8708A ha=

an ovenized crystal for very tight frequency stability, and the 606B is an=20 
extremely clean frequency source.

I can get on the air, and stay on for=20 
hours, and not drift more the 1 or 2 hertz. With the twist of a knob, I'm on=

any frequency I want to be, with crystal frequency stability. It's like=20 
having thousands of crystals on hand. 


I bought the 2nd 606B as a parts unit for the 606B I already use in my shop,=

but it was so nice looking, that I decided to get it on the air as well.=20 

That=E2=80=99s when I decided to see how well it would work as a vfo for the= 
DX-100.=20 

It works great!
